These planes had radiators under their engines* rudder assemblies which 
were almost round* a tail wheel slightly forward of leading edge of 
elevator assembly* and a pointed nose which was not glassed* It was 
previously observed during flights, that some planes of this type had 
a glassed-in section aft of the nose, under the fuselage* and forward 
of the pilot’s seat*

for the lirst time it was observed that 1*. crated bombs were lying

bombs although the plexiglass nose was not of the same shape as those 
previously seen* The assumption taat a version of tne PE-3 might be 
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concerned is supported by the unconfirmed statement that two, 
apparently stationary, weapons are fitted in the nose. One or two cock- 
pits were noticed on planes with and without plexiglass noses* 
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
